Pursuant to Instructions, I met with lir . Wilkins \^J60. 

to esiuress his a|qE>reciation to the FBI for the continuing good cooperation betwemi t 
Bureau and the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAAC 
He asked that Us comments be conveyed to the Director and was assured that they 
would be immediately. 

Mr. Wilkins conceded there were a number of communists in the NA. 
He stated he could not prove this and actually was unaware of their identity. He str 
emphasized that communists were not in control of any of their chapters and would 1 
**booted out^* if enough proof could be obtained on them. He pointed out that the 
Los Angeles NAACP branch was at present composed of ^eitremists** and that he f e 
the activities of tliis group very much. He stated that administrative steps were bei 
taken to rid tbe Los Angeles branch of this group of ''eztremlsts*" and he sincerely 
hoped that within the next several years ccmditions would improve. He advised he d 
not want to mention any names at this time but would keep in close touch with us In t 
event this group became too strong In their demonstrations.
